BLOODY AFFRAY 
FOLLOWS A  FLAG-RAISING. 
— — 

FIVE MEXICANS AND THREE 
AMERICANS KILLED. 


Natives at Pilares de Tierra Start 
Out to Celebrate Washington's 
Birthday, but a Quarrel as to Which 
Country’s Ensign Should Float the 
Highest Leads to the Shooting. 


{A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.) 

CHICAGO, Feb. 28.—A special to the 
Tribune from Guaymas, Mex., says 
that on Washington's birthday a shoot- 
ing affray occurred at Pilares de Tierra 
in which three Americans and five 
Mexicans were killed. From accounts 
it appears a friendly feeling had existed 
at Pilares and in order to do honor to 
the United States it was arranged, 
February 22, to raise the flags of the 
two republics together on the flagstaff. 

The Mexicans had charge of the 
affair and raised the American flag 
above the Mexican to the complete 
satisfaction of the Americans. But 
when the Americans showed so much 
appreciation of the act, the Mexicans 
found they had made a mistake and 
decided to lower and rehoist the flags. 
with the Mexican flag on top. Then 
the Americans declared such a trans- 
action would be an insult to the United 
States flag. 

Superintendent Danforth told the 
Mexicans that they wodid have to shoot 
him before they could haul down the 
American flag. It was held that the 
flags should have been hoisted properly 
in the first place. The Mexicans were 
about to mob Danforth when Charlies 
Hogsett, who was with the Rough 
Riders in Cuba, interposed with a six- 
shootet in each hand. Firing from both 
sides immediately ensued and Hogsett 
was instantly killed. John Evans and 
Dick Rea, two other Americans, were 
mortally wounded. But the Americans 
held the flagpole and both flags floated 
throughout the day. Five Mexicans 
were killed and the dance which was 
to have followed was a failure, as 
no Mexicans attended, and there were 
less half a dozen Americans in 
condition for dancing.

IMPRISONED AMERICAN. 
DIES BEFORE HIS TRIAL 
{[A. P. DAY REPORT] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—Informa- 
tion reached the State Department of 
the death of Edward Turner, an Amer- 
ican engineer, who had been Incarcer- 
ated in jail at Orizaba, Mex., for about 
ten months on a charge of criminal 
negligence in connection with the 
wreck of a train on the Inter-Oceanic 
Ratiroad. 

Turners home was in Kansas and 
he had remained in prison probably six 
months before the attention of the 
American authorities was called to the 
case. Ambassador Clayton at once took 
steps to render assistance to the im- 
prioned man. Turner complained of 
the unnecessary delay in trying him 
and was assured the case should have 
prompt attention, but after several 
months and before the time for the trial 
arrived, he died. 

The legal difficulties in Mexico, it is 
explained, are similar to those often 
experienced in the United States, where 
the Federal government exercises no 
direct supervision over crimes commit- 
ted in a particular State, but the mat- 
ter is left to the officials of the juriadic- 
tion in which the crime may have been 
committed. 

Another engineer, Clark. of Kansas 
City, who was imprisoned about the 
same time as Turner on a somewhat 
similar charge; ie still alive and his 
case is reported to be progressing with 
a view to a prompt settlement. 


WILL PROBABLY SUCCEED MER- 
RITT IN THE EAST. 
P. NIGHT REPORT.) 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—Maj.-Gen. 
John R. Brooke, who has been in this 
city since his recent detachment from 
duty as Governor-General of Cuba, has 
been slated for the command of the 
military Department of the East, with 
headquarters at New York, to succeed 
Maj.-Gen. Wesley Merritt, who will re- 
tire in June. 

Gen. Merritt's retirement will result 
in the promotion of Brig.-Gen. E. 8. 
Otis (major-general U.8.V.) command- 
ing the military forces in the Philip- 
pines, to the grade of major-general in 
the regular establishment. It will 
also make a vacancy in the list of

INJUNCTION SUIT ON TRIAL 
The Los Angeles Terminal Land Com- 
pany. by its attorneys, was in Judge 
Shaw's court yesterday suing John A. 
Muir. B. H. Foster, and the Southern 
Pacific Company, with a prayer that 
the defendants be forever enjoined 
from using the land for ferry pur- 
poses that was sold last May by the 
Catalina Yacht Club to B. W. Foster. 
Last November, when Judge Mahon 
of Bakersfield was sitting in Depart- 
ment Two of the Superior Court in 
place of Judge Shaw, defendant's de- 
murrer to plaintiff's complaint was 
overruled, and a temporary restraining 
order issued.

After thinking it over—having all 
kinds of confidence in Adolph—John 
concluded to * the property, and 
planked down his paltry $9000. This 
was on January 3, 1898. He died on 
September 19. 

Now his widow, who is administer- 
ing the estate, finds that Adolph con- 
veyed to John only part of the prop- 


erty, of which he thought, so his widow 


says, he was buying all. Enough was 
omitted, it is alleged, to be worth $400. 

But that is not the worst of the 
bargain, says Mrs. Feldschau; she 
avers that the property, instead of 
betng worth $9000, as represented, was 
worth only $3500, and the houses, in- 
stead of being finely built, were quite 
to the contrary. erefore, she in- 
vokes the court to give her damages in 
$5500. and to correct the description 
of the property purchased, as set forth 
in the recorded conveyance.

SANTA FE SPRINGS. 
MORE TROUBLE OVER A HOTEL. 

Chris Rottman commenced an action 
yesterday against Dr. S. Rogers pray- 
ing that a certain lease of the Santa 
Fé Hotel, lately used as a sanitarium, 
and all property going with it, be as- 
signed to plaintiff from defendant, and 
that plaintiff have judgment for ther 
possession of the entire premises.

Relying on these representations, 
plaintiff turned over the premises, and 
afterwards, so he alleges, found that 
Rogers was not and never had been 
the owner of the San Diego property. 
Plaintiff notified Rogers that he did 
rescind the purchase and sale of the 
lots and offered to give him back his 
promissory note an mortgage, pro- 
vided he could again cain possession 
of the hotel property. But Rogers does 
not care to re-convey his lease, and 
Rottman, therefore, takes his grievance 
to court.
